A new all-time record is believ- 
ed to have been set in June ship- 
ments of California oranges, despite 
the fact that the European war con- 
tinues to play hob with foreign mar- 
kets, according to the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. 

More than 8,600 cars of California 
oranges were moved into fresh fruit 
channels during the month—43 per 
cent more than in June of last 
year, 34 per cent more than the 
five year average. 

Exports, however, dropped almost 
to the vanishing point, only 70 cars, 
as compared with 976 cars for ie 
five year average. 

“Prices in June, while not cre 
were very encouraging in view of 
the greater volume sold,” the Ex- 
change reports. ‘Exchange prices 
on packed oranges averaged about 
35 cents higher than in May, nearly 
50 cents higher than in June last 
year, and 90 cents higher than two 
years ago. The net F. O. B. returns 
promise to run about 70 per cent 
greater than the disappointing re- 
turns of June last year, despite the 
great loss of export business.” 

California’s on-coming walnut 
crop is now estimated by the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers Association 
at 85 per cent of last year’s produc- 
tion. The setting in Central and 
Northern California indicates an 
out-turn of about 95 per cent of 
last season’s production, and in the 
southern part of the state about 75 
per cent. 

In all districts, the crop is more 
or less spotted, with some import- 
ant areas showing as low as 30 per 
cent of last season’s tonnage, while 
others are better than 100 per cent 

With its check of acreage plant- 
ed in California this season virtual- 
ly completed, the California Lima 
Bean Growers Association reports: 
“The totals are going to show 
around 53,000 acres planted to li- 
mas, compared with about 59,000 
acres last year, and 93,500 acres of 
“regulars,” compared with 94,000 
acres last year. California acreage 
of pinks and blackeyes will be ap- 
preciably larger than last year.” 

As of this date, the cotton crop 
in California is farther advanced 
than in any season since cotton be- 
came a major California crop, ac- 
cording to the Agricultural Depart-

Great Britain prepared today to 
meet with every resource the thréat 
of a great offensive by Germany 
‘and Italy “within a few days.”

VICHY, France. (Delayed), (P)— 
The newspaper Le Temps today be- 
latedly reported that the most se- 
vere air raid of the war occurred 
on June 17 at Rennes, where 4200 


dead already have been removed | 


from the debris of buildings. 

Le Temps (semi-official French 
newspaper) said that an_ entire 
quarter of Rennes was wrecked 
during the air raid as a result of 
the explosion of four train loads of 
munitions in the station. 

Houses and buildings were de- 
)molished for blocks by the explo- 
‘sion, it added.
